Dodd To Push Measure 
On Mail Order Weapons 

WASHINGTON (Special) — A bill introduced in Congress in 
August by Sen. Thomas Dodd (D-Conn.) would prohibit the sale 
through mail order ads of certain arms similar to the type of 
small arm obtained by Lee Harvey Oswald. 

But the bill, stalled in the Senate Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee, would not prohibit the sale of rifles. 

Senator Dodd’s office reported today that the Connecticut 
senator would push for the bill to be heard and released from 
the committee. 

Concerned With Handguns 

The bill, submitted after two years of hearings by the senator 
on juvenile delinquency, is principally concerned with handguns. 

It would prohibit the interstate shipment and delivery by com- 
mon carrier of pistols and revolvers to persons under the age of 
18. This is an outright prohibition in the bill. 

An added safety factory is that persons purchasing such 
weapons through the mail order houses would have to submit an 
affidavit that they are over 18 and have not been convicted of a 
crime punishable by imprisonment of over one year. 

The bill also prohibits the sale of so-called “gadget guns” and 
all automatic weapons such as sawed-off shotguns.
